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MEXICAN  REVOLUTIONARY  ISSUES

The  Mexican  Revolution  coinage 
from  1910-1917  had  some  of  the 
crudest  examples  of  money  ever  pro¬ 
duced  at  anytime  under  these  cir¬ 
cumstances.  Coins  range  from  well- 
struck  copies  of  the  government  mint 
issue  to  crude  cast  coins  made  by 
pouring  molten  metal  into  rough 
sand  molds.  The  planchets  were 
generally  round  with  a  few  rectan¬ 
gular  examples  and  included  every 
thickness  from  paper  thin  to  very 
thick  copper  or  brass.  Some  speci¬ 
mens  were  known  to  be  in  silver, 
lead,  grey  cardboard,  and,  in  at  least 
one  instance,  reddish  clay.  The  de¬ 
signs  of  the  coins  were  traditional: 
the  balanced  scale,  liberty  cap,  eagle 
with  the  snake. 

The  state  of  Chihuahua  was  the 
first  to  issue  one  of  the  various 
denominations  of  the  revolution.  It 
took  place  in  Parral,  Chihuahua  in 
1913  with  the  coins  consisting  of  2 
centavos  in  copper  and  50  centavos 
and  1  peso  in  silver.  The  50  centavos 
in  copper  and  peso  were  struck  from 
confiscated,  unparted  bullion.  Since 
the  revolutionists  had  no  means  of 
refining  the  ore,  the  coins  contained 
an  appreciable  amount  of  gold. 

Most  of  the  revolutionary  coinage 
was  authorized  by  Pancho  Villa  and 
Emiliano  Zapata  during  1913-1914 
to  unseat  Victoriano  Huerta.  The 
most  famous  of  all  coins  to  ever  be 
produced  by  the  revolution  was  the 
“Death  Wish  Peso"  (Muera  Huerta) 
ordered  made  hy  Pancho  Villa.  Villa 
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hated  Huerta  intensely  for  the  death 
of  Madero  and  his  own  brush  with 
death  at  the  hands  of  Huerta’s  firing 
squad.  The  silver  peso  was  struck  at 
Cuencame,  Durango,  in  1914  with 
the  motto  "Muera  Huerta,”  death  to 
Huerta.  Incensed  by  Villa’s  unequiv¬ 
ocal  wish,  Huerta  ordered  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  anyone  caught  with  a  death 
peso  in  his  possession. 

Emiliano  Zapata  issued  coins  pri¬ 
marily  in  1914-1915  in  denomina¬ 
tions  of  1  and  2  pesos  in  the  states  of 
Guerrero  and  Morelos  in  the  south  of 
Mexico.  These  coins  were  being 
struck  by  inexperienced  workers  and 
under  the  worst  possible  conditions. 
The  coins  had  double  and  partial 
impressions,  misspelled  words  and 
omissions.  The  planchets  have  a 
weight  variance  of  as  much  as  300%. 
Thecoins  beingstruck  from  unparted 
bullion  containing  considerable 
amounts  of  gold,  they  are  only  about 
half  the  size  of  regular  Mexican  coins 
of  equal  value. 

The  Constitutional  leader  by  the 
name  of  Carrasco  produced  some 
3,000  coins  of  the  same  type  and 
design  as  the  Liberty  Cap  peso  by 
casting  them  in  rough  sand  molds. 
Issues  of  the  1904  20  centavos  and 
1906  50  centavos  were  also  produced 
in  the  same  manner.  The  coins 
minted  during  this  period  were  by 
far  the  crudest  coins  of  the  revolu¬ 
tion,  being  little  more  than  rough 
bullion  dies  (many  containing  con¬ 
siderable  gold)  bearing  a  faintly  dis 
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cernable  design. 

In  the  southernmost  part  of  Mex¬ 
ico  is  the  state  of  Oaxaca.  Coins 
minted  here  were  grouped  with  those 
of  the  revolution  issued  in  1915-1916. 
Toward  the  latter  part  of  the  revolu¬ 
tion,  Oaxaca  maintained  a  position 
of  strict  neutrality  in  the  civil  war. 
The  people  opposed  the  fact  that  the 
coins  minted  in  their  state  could  not 
have  been  called  "revolutionary” 
having  heen  issued  by  a  legal  state 
government,  rather  than  by  a  guer¬ 
illa  chief.  The  local  government 
chose  to  secede  from  the  federal 
republic.  President  Carranza  sent  a 
military  force  to  quell  the  independ¬ 
ence  movement  and  return  Oaxaca 
to  the  status  of  a  federated  state.  The 
soldiers  of  Carranza  were  driven 
from  the  state;  and  in  June  1915, 
Oaxaca  reasserted  its  independent 
position. 

With  the  authorization  of  the 
Oaxaca  legislature,  two  million 
pesos  in  paper  currency  were  guar¬ 
anteed  hy  the  government,  and  the 
free  coining  of  copper,  silver  and 
gold.  The  coins  were  struck  from 
whatever  metals  could  be  obtained; 
unparted  bullion,  jewelry  alloys,  sil¬ 
verware  and  copper  kitchen  utensils. 

The  1  and  3  centavos  were  the  first 
pieces  coined  and  were  struck  on  rec¬ 
tangular  planchets.  These  coins  were 
make  shift  pieces  while  regular  dies 
were  being  prepared  and  were  later 
recalled  and  melted.  When  the  new 
dies  were  ready,  all  the  new  issues 
were  round  and  struck  in  denomina¬ 
tions  of  1, 3,  5,  10  and  20  centavos  in 
copper;  50  centavos,  1  and  2  pesos  in 
silver;  and  60  pesos  piece  in  pure 
gold.  All  these  coins  were  struck  in 
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1915,  with  the  exception  of  the  60 
pesos  gold  piece  which  was  dated 

1916.  Coins  struck  in  this  period  had 
the  same  design:  a  bust  of  Benito 
Juarez  on  the  obverse  and  Moneda 
Provisional  (Provisional  Money), 
value  and  laurel  and  oak  sprays  on 
the  reverse. 

On  March  3, 1916,  Carranza’s  for¬ 
ces  recaptured  Oaxaca.  They  confis¬ 
cated  and  destroyed  all  the  Oaxaca 
provisional  money,  metal  and  paper, 
they  could  find.  Comparatively  little 
of  it  ever  left  the  City  of  Oaxaca,  the 
principle  area  of  circulation. 

With  the  ending  of  the  revolution, 
Carranza  eventually  emerged  as  the 
most  powerful  figure  of  the  early 
revolution.  As  De  Facto  President  in 
1916,  he  convened  a  constitutional 
convention  which  produced  a  Con¬ 
stitution  in  which  the  aims  of  the 
revolution  were  formalized. 

Alvaro  Obregon  became  the  first 
elected  president  in  1920.  This  ended 
the  most  disasterous  hut  significant 
decade  in  Mexico’s  history.

THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COIN

Theodora  —  A  Little  Known  Roman  Empress 


Flavia  Maxima  Theodora  was  the 
daughter  of  a  Syrian  mother,  Gale- 
ria  Valeria  Eutropia,  and  a  Syrian 
nobleman.  Eutropia  later  became  the 
second  wife  of  Marcus  Aurelius 
Valerius  Maximianus  (known  in 
history  as  Maximianus  Herculeus), 
making  Theodora  the  step-daughter 
of  Maximianus.  Maximianus  was 
one  of  only  two  emperors  to  serve 
three  times  (286-305  AD,  306-308  AD, 
and  310  AD). 

Maximianus  adopted  Flavius 
Valerius  Constantius  Chlorus  and 
made  him  Caesar.  He  then  forced 
Constantius  to  divorce  his  wife,  Fla¬ 
via  Julia  Helena,  and  to  marry  his 
step-daughter,  Theodora,  in  292  AD. 

( Helena  was  the  mother  of  Constan¬ 
tine  the  Great.  She  later  entered  a 
convent  and  devoted  the  rest  of  her 
life  to  Christianity.  After  her  death 
in  328  AD,  she  was  elevated  to  saint¬ 
hood  as  Saint  Helena). 

Apparently  Theodora  was  a  good 
wife  and  mother,  since  no  scandals 
were  recorded.  She  may  have  been  a 
good  mother  and  wife,  but  the  coin 
she  is  portrayed  on  shows  her  to  be 
an  unattractive  woman.  She  and 
Constantius  I  Chlorus  had  three  sons 
and  three  daughters:  Delmatius,  who 
became  a  Censor;  Julius  Constan¬ 
tius,  who  became  a  Consul;  Flavius 
Claudius  Hannibalianus,  who  was 
made  King  of  Cappodocia  and 
Armenia;  Constantia,  who  became 


the  wife  of  Licinius  I;  Anastatia, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Bassinius,  a 
Caesar,  and  Eutropia,  who  was  the 
mother  of  Nepotianus,  emperor  in 
350  AD. 

Only  two  types  of  coins  are  re¬ 
ported  as  being  struck.  Beauvais,  in 
his  catalog  “Cabinet  d'Ennery”  re¬ 
garded  both  “of  very  great  rarity”, 
one  being  of  pure  silver,  and  the 
other  being  a  small  bronze  coin. 
Both  had  the  bust  of  Theodora  on 
the  obverse,  and  a  woman  holding  a 
child  in  her  arms,  on  the  reverse 
side. 

David  Sear  only  lists  the  bronze 
coin  —  as  an  AE4  —  (SEAR  3811), 
and  indicates  the  coin  as  being  struck 
as  a  Commemorative  coin,  after  her 
death,  by  Constantius  II,  Constan¬ 
tine  II  and  Constans  (337-340  AD), 
while  Seth  Stevenson  claimed  the 
coin  was  struck  by  Constantine  the 
Great.  Neither  author  shows  a  pic¬ 
ture  or  drawing  of  the  coin.  Nor  does 
Zander  Klawans  in  his  book. 

Both  Sear  and  Klawans  indicate 
that  Theodora  was  the  daughter  of 
Diocletian,  while  Stevenson  wrote 
that  she  was  the  daughter  of  Eutro¬ 
pia  and  a  Syrian  nobleman. 

My  coin  is  in  Extremely  Fine  con¬ 
dition.  On  the  obverse  side  is  the 
diademed  and  draped  bust,  facing 
right,  with  the  lettering  around  the 
bust,  reading:  “FL.MAX. 
THEODORAS. AVG."  (Flavia  Max-

The  30th  Greater  Houston  Money 
Show  is  now  history  and  all  who 
were  connected  with  it  can  say  that 
it  was  a  great  success.  The  advertis¬ 
ing  seemed  to  reach  a  great  number 
of  people,  perhaps  over  4,000,  who 
attended.  Saturday  seemed  to  be  one 
of  those  days  of  the  early  70’s. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  non¬ 
competitive  exhibitors,  the  exhibits 
would  have  been  a  disaster.  There 
were  a  total  of  seven  exhibits;  only 
two  were  competitive.  I  cannot  say 
that  the  quality  was  below  average, 
it  was  just  that  most  of  those  who 
had  said  that  they  would  exhibit,  did 
not.  I  am  hoping  that  this  is  not  the 
case  for  TNA  at  San  Antonio. 

A  long  talk  with  John  J.  Pittman 
cleared  up  a  misunderstanding  that 
I  had  concerning  the  election  of  gov¬ 
ernors  to  ANA.  I  had  heard  that  the 
seats  would  be  given  on  the  basis  of 
the  amount  of  advertising  and  dona¬ 
tions  to  ANA.  If  this  had  been  true,  I 
would  have  equated  it  to  the  auction 
of  the  throne  of  Rome  in  193  A.D.  It 
was  told  me  that  the  electing  of  gov¬ 
ernors  would  revert  to  the  old  method 
of  the  highest  numbers  of  votes  from 
one  to  five  get  the  position  and  that 
the  method  of  running  for  a  particu¬ 


lar  seat  has  not  been  eliminated. 
This  will  give  those  candidates  with 
name  association  a  greater  edge  in 
the  running. 

An  equally  long  conversation  with 
Lyman  Bartee  indicates  that  El  Paso 
is  bidding  strongly  for  that  1989 
TNA  convention.  Some  view  El  Paso 
as  being  too  far  from  the  center  of 
the  state  to  be  a  good  convention 
site.  I  have  also  been  told  that  the 
convention  held  in  El  Paso  was  a 
good  show.  We  did  draw  a  good 
many  dealers  from  Arizona  and 
California.  We  do  need  some  new 
blood  from  time  to  time  in  both 
dealers  and  collectors. 

San  Antonio  TNA  convention  is 
just  around  the  corner.  The  commit¬ 
teemen  will  need  many  of  you  to 
place  an  exhibit.  They  will  also  need 
a  battery  of  judges.  Those  of  you  who 
can  remember  those  days  of  the  early 
to  mid-60’s  can  remember  that  time 
when  the  exhibit  almost  equalled 
the  dealer  area.

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STAMP  BOOK  TELLS  STORY 
ABOUT  THE  ROYAL  MINT 


A  new  stamp  book  issued  by  the 
British  Post  Office  should  prove 
especially  attractive  to  collectors  of 
both  stamps  and  coins.  Containing 
definitive  stamps  totaling  four 
pounds,  the  booklet  carries  12  full- 
cover  pages  illustrating  in  words 
and  pictures  the  long  history  and 
tradition  of  the  British  Royal  Mint. 
The  book's  front  cover  depicts  the 
various  tools  used  by  the  engraver, 
together  with  a  die  and  a  number  of 
newly  minted  British  coins. 

The  story  of  the  Royal  Mint  has  a 
continuous  history  going  back  well 
over  1,000  years  to  the  time  of  Alfred 
the  Great,  who  ruled  much  of  Eng¬ 
land  as  it  then  existed,  between  871 
and  899.  It  was  around  1300  that  the 
Mint  became  established  on  Tower 
Hill,  where  it  remained  until  1975 
when  the  transition  to  the  new  mint 
at  Llantrisant,  Wales,  was  complet¬ 
ed. 

Illustrations  include  a  reproduc¬ 
tion  of  the  painting  of  Tower  Hill  by 
Thomas  Boys  (1842)  and  a  portrait 
of  Sir  Issac  Newton,  who,  besides 
discovering  gravity  while  sitting 
under  an  apple  tree,  was  Warden 


and  later  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint 
between  1696  and  1727.  A  number  of 
pages  were  allocated  to  showing  the 
processes  by  which  modern  coinage 
is  minted,  together  with  photos  of 
some  of  the  oldest  coins  known  to 
have  existed  in  Britain.  Britain's 
current  circulating  currency  is  also 
illustrated,  with  explanations  of  the 
reverse  designs  of  the  eight  coins. 

The  booklet  and  an  associated 
First  Day  Cover  were  designed  by 
Barrie  West,  a  graphic  artist  who 
previously  designed  the  presenta¬ 
tion  pack  for  the  uncirculated  Brit¬ 
ish  Coin  Collection  and  the  packs  for 
the  new  Pound  coin.  Two  special 
handstamps  are  available  on  FDC’s; 
the  Thistle,  royally  crowned,  with 
the  inscription  “First  Day  of  Issue, 
Philatelic  Bureau,  Edinburgh,  14 
September  1983,"  and  the  Badge  of 
the  Prince  of  Wales  together  with  the 
words  "First  Day  of  Issue,  Llantri¬ 
sant,  Pontyclun,  Mid  Glam,  14  Sept. 
83.”
